reorganization, In January of 1937, 
is out of the picture.

sharply defined; compared with what 
lie orglnnlly asked for, they are ex- 
tremely narrow.

LITTLE ROCK—Accountants in the 


office of Slate Comptroller J. O. Golf 
filed over the week-end a report cov- 
ering an audit of financial affairs of 
Hempsload county in which it is charg- 
ed tnnt J. E. Bcarder, former sheriff 
nnd collector, is clue the county 52,402.75 
for settlement of regular 
linqucnt taxes collected in 


and de- 
1938 
and 


$11,828.65 in fines assessed in circuit, 
justice of (he peace and municipal 
courts. 


"We have repeatedly asked that 


statements be filed with the county 
court of Hempslcad county sotting out 
the fines and any miscellaneous credits 
Ihiil should be due on said fines, but 
these statements were not and have 
not been filed," the audit report sub- 
mitted by Accountants Homer Howcil 
and Aubrey McCasland said. 


"Therefore, we recommend that the 


prosecuting attorney of that county 
immediately make demand upon Mr. 
Bearden and his bondsmen for the 
sum of 511,828.65 of fines, also call up- 
on him for the amount of moneys due 
through tax connections. These set- 
tlements should be made immediate- 
ly." 


The report revealed that §1,046.67 in 


warrants above the revenues for 1938 
wore issued against the county gen- 
eral account, not including amounts 
alleged due this account by former 
Sheriff Bearden in fines. 


Receipt Form Criticized 


A practice of issuing receipts for 


taxes in the sheriff and collector's of- 
fice on miscellaneous receipt forms 
other • than the official receipts was 
sharply criticized by 
tile auditors. 


They said a number of receipts were 
issued during the year for taxes from 
a miscellaneous receipt book "that 
could be bought in any drugstore," 


The accountants alleged; that 51,154.29

"After publication of the delinquent 


personal lists any person desiring to 
pay those taxes mude payment to Mr. 
Bearden or his deputies, and they 
would issue a miscellaneous receipt 
signed by the party collecting said 
taxes. These collections were in the 
sum of $1,343.81. He was allowed cred- 
it for collector's commissions in the 
sum of $23.58; mileage and sheriff's 
cost, 5161.71, with 
an 
unreconciled 


credit of $3.23, leaving the net amount 
due the accounts that were collected 
on these miscellaneous irregular re- 
ceipts in the sum of $1,154.29," 


"This is a very irregular way of 


handling tax collections, and neither 
the collector nor anyone else has any 
authority to handle such collections in 
this manner," the auditors asserted. 


More Kueoipls Found 


It was shown by the report that since 


its completion there have been other 
miscellaneous receipts filed with the 
present sheriff and collector showing 
various individuals had paid their 
tfixes, and that these amounts were 
also receipted on miscellaneous and 
unofficial forms. The report listed 12 
such receipts, with names to whom is- 
sued, dates and amounts ranging from 
?2 to 54C.84. 


"In addition, there are several in- 


stances in the collector's office at 
Washington setting out that various 
individuals have paid their personal 
taxes to J, E. Bearden and are hold- 
ing their tux receipt and checks," the 
report continued. 


"We have also found in. a few in- 


stances that taxes on some of the 
lands that show on the records to be 
sold to the slate of Arkansas have 
been paid according to these receipts 


"We have requested the deputy tux 


collector that when these receipts 
come in the parties be taken to the 
county clerk's office and lhat Mr 
Bearden be required Ho redeem the 
said lands on a regular redemption 
certificate and have the clerk's signa- 
ture on said certificate that theso lands 
were .sold erroneously and were re- 
deemed by former Collector Bearden.! 


"We do not feel that we have any- 


thing like the amount of these mis- 
cellaneous receipts that have been is- 
sued," the auditors reported, "and 
request that delinquent taxpayers of 
Hempslead county immediately go to 
the collector's office at Washington 
and verify the records to see whether 
their taxes show delinquent or paid, 
and if they have paid the taxes and 
are holding these miscellaneous re- 
ceipts, or even regular receipts, where 
taxes are not fhown paid, that the 
proper notations be made by the 
present clerk and collector's offices 
so that the additional charges can be 
made against the former sheriff and 
collector. 


Two constables were found to be due 


considerable sums on fines assessed in 
their townships. They are Thornton 
Burns of Bodcaw township, $594, and 
Jess Tinsley in Redland township, 
52.07. The county judge was urged to 
immediately demand settlement.

and for which, under the Constitu- 
tion, the executive is responsible.

COLLINS, Ark.-(/P)—Sporadic tor- 


nadoes striking more than a do/en 
rural communities left 23 known dead, 
2 missing, and at least 223 injured in 
south Arkansas over the week-end. 


Torrential rains, ranging up to a 


record of 10.4 inches in the Arkansas 
river valley, drenched the entire state 
and resulted in flood warnings Mon- 
day for six major rivers. 


Property damage, estimated at more 


than '/i million dollars, was reported 
from the Oklahoma border to the Mis- 
sissippi river. 


The principal disaster center was 


the small cattle-raising community of 
Center Point where 17 were killed and 
more than GO injured Sunday. Eight 
of the injured were reported near 
death. 


Three were killed near Tillar, one 


near Te.xarkana, and one each near 
Dumas and Colmer. Two negro chil- 
dren were missing after being blown 
rjto the flooded Bayou Bartholomew 
lear Ladd, and were believed to be 
drowned.

Four negroes were found dead in the 


wreckage of their homes near Center 
Point, Eight of the Center Point in- 
jured were in the Monticello hospital 
not expected to live. 


W. C. Blcdsoe, 38, one of 40 persons 


injured near Tcxarkana, died early 
Monday from pneumonia aggravated 
by shock and exposure.

A windstorm dipped into parts of

Struck about 1 o'clock in the af- 


ternoon, the home of Ben F. Stuart, 
two miles west of Ozan was de- 
molished. All of the household fur- 
nishings were destroyed. 


Four tenant houses on the Locke 


and Graves farms in the Ozan area 
were badly damaged. Much timber 
was flattened and roads in that vi- 
cinity were impassable for several 
hours, 


BIcvins Area Hit 


Farm houses owned by Mrs. Ralph 


Roulun of Hope and George Smith 
were demolished by wind in the sec- 
tion southwest of Blevins. Barns of 
Mr. Smith and Dr. G. D,,Royston were 
blown away. Reports also said timber 
in that area was damaged consider- 
ably. 


Reports from Button, southern Ne- 


vada county, told of a heavy wind in 
that vicinity. Debris blocked roads. 
Aii estimate of property damage, if 
any, was not available. 


In Hope, several shade trees were 


blown down and there was some dam- 
age to roofs of buildings. A window 
above the main entrance of First Na- 
tional bank was blown out, and a sky- 
light over Cole's ice cream store, Sec- 
ond and Walnut streets, was broken. 


As far as could be learned, no one 


was injured in Hempstead county and 
there was no loss from death of live- 
stock.

In Lafayette county, a storm struck 


south of Lewisville about 1:30, lifted 
over the town and then struck again 
north of LewisvUie.

LITTLE ROCK. —Iff)— With certain 


reservations -the State Supreme Court 
Monday upheld the provisions of the 
bond refunding act which Governor 
Bailey put through the 1939 session of 
the legislature. 


The opinion, which affirmed a Pu- 


laski chancery court decree, in effect 
struck from the act a clause authoriz- 
ing the pyramiding of the state's in- 
vestments in its own obligations. 


The high court also placed limita- 


tions upon such investments which 
could be withdrawn from the state 
treasury tor such investments, ruling 
out use of the common school funds 
of highway revenues.

Somehow the habit of snoring in 
leep is usually greeted with a good 
eat of ridicule and embarrassment. 
iVhenever the question arises in any 
tome the father and. m'other will af- 
irni; positively that each of them in- 
livicjually never snores, yet each is 
ike to afirm with equal glee that the 
other snores to the high heavens. 


Old people,are likely to say—with a 


good deal of irritation over the ac- 
cusation—that they not only do no 
snore but never did snore. Now prac- 
tically everyone under certain circum 
stance? may snore, because the condi 
tiona that cause snoring may occur a 
one time or another in every person. 


The actual noises made-by the snor 


er are due to intermittent passage o 
air at places in the nose and throa 
where there may be partial obstruction 
to the passage. What are the condi- 
tions that may bring about such ob- 
struction? 


First, there may occur "during sleep 


a. .partial relaxation of the muscles 
holding the vocal cords so that they 
fall .more or less clpsely together and 
thus interfere, with the passage of air. 


Second, when a person is deep sleep 


or one who is unconscious lies on his 
back the tongue 'mfcy fall back and 
partially close the opening through 
which the air passes. 


Third, when a .person lies on his 


back the muscles controlling the soft 
palate may fail .to hold it so that it 
falls against the hard palate and ob- 
structs the. passage of air up through 
the nose. 


Fourth, because of irritation or in- 


flammation, mucus may collect in the 
nose.or in the passages behind the nose. 


Fifth, the muscles associated with 


the throat and nose may be abnormal- 
ly tense and thus create interference 
to the passing of air. 


Sixth, if the nose is blocked and the 


lips are held rather close to the air, a 
whistling sound occurs as the air 
passes out. 
i 


Many people can produce snoring 


sounds during their waking hours by 
trying any or all of the mucle arrange- 
ments that have been mentioned. This, 
however, is not an especially desirable 
performance because 'snoring sounds 
are seldom pleasant. 


It is interesting to realize that snor- 


ing'seldom disturbs the soundness of 
the ;sleep of the snorer himself. Even 
though he is sensitive to noise while

According to B. E. McMahen, county 


administrative assistant in charge of 
the AAA program in Hempstead coun- 
ty, farmers will be permitted to turn 
back unused cotton acreage. These 
acres that are turned back will be re- 
apportioned to other producers in this 
county. 


In view of the fact that subsidy pay- 


ment will be made on the entire acre- 
age allorment if cotton was or will be 
planted in either 1938 or 1939, most pro- 
ducers will not want to release any 
acreage. Also, Mr. McMahen stated 
that a recent amendment had been 
passed by congress whereby 80 per 
cent of their allotment to Teceive a 
a full cotton cotton payment. 


Consequently, only those farms that 


have cotton allotments and did not 
plant cotton in 1938 and not intend to 
plant cotton in 1939 will want to re- 
lease any of their acreage. 


Releasing your acreage will not af- 


fect any future allotments to be made 
to your farm. 


Any producer wishing to release all 


or a part of his cotton allotment should 
contact the county AAA office at once 
as the time for accepting this acreage 
is limited.

Permanent Pastures 


Hempstead 
county 
farmers 
are 


becoming more and more pasture 
conscious, as indicated by the large 
acreage of permanent pasture that 
has been established in the past 
few years, and by the amount of 
seed and fertilizer they are using 
on their pasture land. 


In order to securp the greatest pro- 


fits from their pastures, they must 
cultivate them as they do other crops, 
according to Charles F. Simmons, 
Extension agronomist, University o£ 
Arkansas College of Agriculture. How 
ever, cultivation the pasture is done 
with a harrow and mowing machine, 
and is one of the most important 
factors in pasture management. 


Harrowing with a spike-toothed har- 


row helps to establish turf uniformi- 
Jy over the pasture, both by spread- 
ing seed of the pasture plan4 and 
spreading anure as well. 


Mowing helps control bitter weeds, 


not only give dairy products a bad 
flavor, but also crowd out the pas- 
ture grasses and legumes by shading, 
sapping the soil of moisture, and 
using plant foods that could be 
used other pasture plants. 


Mowing is also recommended at sea- 


sons of the year when the pasture 
grasses get tough and unplatable. 
Stock, which often lose weight on 
this old growth, will pick up in pro- 
duction on the new growht that ap- 
pears after mowing. 


Sorghum as Silage 


The conty agent said, in answer 


to many requests for information on 
silage crops, that sorghums are still 
hte most popular silage crop in Ark- 
ansas, according to information hq 
has received from Charles F. Simmons, 
Extension agronomist, University ol 
Arkansas College of AgricuJJure. 


The popularity of soughura is due 


to the large tonnage they prpvce, 
and also because they are one of the 


easest crops to ensile. 


Atlas Sorgo is 
the 
best 
sorg- 


hum for silage, based on rcasearch 
work conducted by the College of 
Agriculture, Mr. Simmons said. Yield 
of 10 to 15 tons per acre can be ex- 
pcjcted in good sgasons, and this var- 
iety usually does not lodge. Sagrin 
and hegari also produce high quality 
silage, Syrup varieties, such as White 
African 
and Seeded Ribbon Cane, 


are used extensively for silage. 


Sorghums should be planted very 


shallow, usually at the rate of 10 
to 12 pounds per acre in rows after 
the soil has wormaed up, although 


15 pounds of Atlas Sorgo!; per acre 
is recommended. Sorghum^ may be 
put in the silo cither wholJe or chop 
pod.

Oats make good silage, and yields 


of 5 to 10 tons per acre.may be ex- 
pected, Mr. Simomns, said. 
They 


must be chopped and molasses should 
be added to help preserve it. 


Soybeans, cowpeas, alfalfa, and les- 


pedeza have been used by farmers 
in Arkansas, for ^silage,,Mr.' Simornns 
said. These crops 'require the use 
of molasses, and if a good pack- 
ing device is available, they need 
not be chopped.
